Applicants representative, Jie Tan, did not want to cancel claim 27. Examiner Brier inguired of any changes that 
could be made to claim 27 in order to more clearly claim a machine is performing steps A, B, and C. Applicants 
representative, Jie Tan, suggested amending step A to claim "determining the dimension of the texture map by a 
texture processor" and amending step B to claim "converting by the texture processor the texture map.. .to each 
other".
